Mr. Carman’s ee 
came after Councillor Don 
Shannon brought forward a 
proposal to purchase 4 
$00-acre parcel of land on 
Shannick Road (west half of 
lot 20, concession 8 Mar- 
mora) for possible use as a 
garbage disposal site. 

“Mr. Shannon ‘described 
the acreage as ‘‘an ideal 
setup. It can't be seen from 
the road and no one lives 
close. It is probably okay for 
a dump site from the point 
of view of the environment 


but it will be two or three - 


weeks before anyone from 
the Ministry can look at it.” 

Nevertheless Mr: 
Shannon moved to purchase 
the property at a price of 
$30,000 since the contract 
he had negotiated “with 
Arnold Real Estate ran out 
that day. 

“We can always get our 
money back by reselling if it 
isn't approved, "’ he said. 

Councillors Shannon and 
Carman had been appointed 
shortly after their election to 
council last January to try to 
find a suitable site . for 
waste. Previously a proper: 
ty about two lots away on 
Centre Line Road (west half 
of lot 20 concession 7) 
consisting of 60 acres, had 
raised a storm of protest 
from neighbors when it was 
thought it would be used for 
a dump and council had not 
pushed ahead with obtain- 
ing approval since they 
wished to obtain a gravel pit 
livence for part of the site 
and did not want to 
jeopardize that application. 
At that time Councillor 
Shannon had reservations 
about the use of the 
property for waste for fear 
of the possibility of pollution 
problems. 

The reason given by 
Reeve Bell for turning down 
a proposal to buy the 
Shannick Road property at 
this time was that it had not 
been budgeted for and 
money would have to be 
borrowed as he did not want 
to see them dig into ‘their 
reserve fund.

Local drug abuse still an issue 


By PAUL KOMPASS 
The third meeting of 


\citizens concerned with 


drug~and alcohol abuse 
among children and teen- 
agers was held last Wed- 
nesday evening in CHSS. 
The main-purpose of the 
meeting was to view a slide 
presentation made by Con- 
stable Norman Papi of the 
Madoc OPP on the various 
types of drugs abused by 
people and their effects and 
laws related to their posses- 
sion and trade. 

The production and sale 
of heroin, morphine, co- 
deine, cocaine, ampheta- 
mines, barbiturates, mari- 
juana and hashish oil as well 
as thin ‘physical’ effects 
were presented in the slides 
and talk. 

As in our meetings of this 
group, the discussion that 
followed recognized that 
while these drugs are 
available in the Centre 
Hastings area, their abuse 
was not nearly that of the 
abuse of alcohol leading to 
drunk driving and fatal 
accidents. 

Discussion was held to try 
and clarify what possible 
steps~could be taken 
through the course of a 
small group of concerned 
parents, teachers and com: 
munity leaders. Three areas 
were particularly identified. 
First, that education in the 
elementary schools about 
drugs and alcohol and their 
abuse was essential to any 
attempt to change public 
attitudes. It is-in-the early 
grades of public school that 
attitudes about drugs and 
alcohol are first formed and 
where education is most 
effective. Constable Papi 
told of a film and talk which 
he has done with nine and 
1@-year-olds called “*The 
Source’’ which helps child- 
ren to distinguish between 
good sources of drugs such 
as doctors, nurses, parents 
and bad sources such as 
peers, older kids or adults in 
public places. 

A second step identified 


_was the development of a 


clear policy and practice for 
the handling of cases of 
drug and alcohol abuse in 
the secondary school. There 
should be a well established 
procedure for discipline of 
young people who use drugs

There is a tradition in’ 
China that you should pay 
off all your debts by the end 
of each year. It's a great 
idea, one Canadians shou ! 
try to imitate. 

However, the reality is 
that millions of Canadians 
carry a debt burden from 
one year into the next. Some 
people may never be debt- 
free, in fact. Buying on 
credit has: become so 
pervasive since the Second 
World War that having 
debts is now considered a 
very acceptable thing. 

At one time or another 
just about every Canadian 
borrows money. The federal 
government even encour: 
ages this, both by example 
and by some tax law 
provisions. For example, in 


A / 


the current fiscal year 
Ottawa will run up a deficit 
of about $30 billion. That is 
the. amount of shortfall 
between what it intends to 
spend and what it expects to 
get as tax revenue. It is 
finding the $30 billion by 
borrowing from financial 
institutions and individuals. 

An example of a tax 
concession which stimulates 
borrowing is the provision 
that you can claim as a tax 
deduction the interest on a 
loan you obtained +o make 
aa investment. This Income 
Tax Act provision has 
certain limitations, of 
course 

Strictly speaking, when 
you borrow money to 
purchase a home, the 
mortgage is a debt. But it is 
of quite a different sort to 


the usual run of consumer 
debts. For one thing, the 
purchase of a home is — or at 
least should be—a sound 
investment. The value of 
property ownership has an 
excellent record in terms of 
growth performance. 


There are three reasons 
why. the value wf a home 
may depreciate: the home- 
owner allows the house to 
deteriorate badly: the 
neighborhood becomes 4 
social disaster area; or the 
whole community is wiped 
out economically, such as 
recently happened with 
(Uranium City.

Madoc Ontario Provincial 
Police (OPP) Detachment 
Sergeant Cain said they will 
be maintaining their multi- 
ple spot checks throughout 
the holiday season with 
weather permitting. 

Some locals have been 
concerned with how close 
police have been coming to 
Madoc Hotel when setting 
up road blocks. Sergeant 
Cain said: *‘Let's put it this 
way: we can park in the 
hotel parking lot if we think 
it’s going to stop people 
from driving drunk.” 

Other suggestions Ban- 
croft made to combat drunk 
driving included setting up 
a room full of bunk beds for 
people to ‘sleep off” the 
effects, or to get someone to 
drive the drinker home in 
his own car. 

Another, common prob- 
lem the bar owners dis- 
cussed was the increase of 
lawsuits being laid by drunk 
drivers. Often a bar owner 
will be sued by a person 
who got in a car accident 


while under the influence of 
alcohol. The plaintiff may 
use legal aid for assistance, 
but the bar owners will have 
to pay for a lawyer out of his 
own pocket. 

“Sure, you may win the 
case, but you still have to 
pay for the lawyer,”’ said 
Haggis. 

Former owner of Rickar- 
ton Castle Hotel in Picton 
Norm March said there is 
too much onus being put on 
the hotel owner. 

**They've got to put more 
onus on the customer,’’ he 
said. 

Concerning the business 
in general, Haggis said: 
‘We have a better climate 
in the hotels now than 10, 20 
or 30 years ago. We've got 
better operators, better 
services -- we're going in 
the right direction but the 
trouble is we're not going 
fast enough.” 

He said the reason for the 
slow change in hotels is.

Ultralite in the skies over Stirling

They have slowly mi- 
grated northward from the 
southwest United States 
over the last decade like 
some whining, prehistoric, 
multi-colored insects. Now, 
the skies of southern Ontar 
io have become common 
territory for them on quiet 
summerdays and they have 
been seen more frequently 
of late skimming the hori 
zons about Stirling and the 
surrounding countryside. 
The reason for their appear 
ance in this area has a lot to 
do with Bob Stenner’s love 
of flying, 

Far from being prehistor 
ic these airplanes are more 
directly related to the future 
than the past. and now they 
have A home base with Mr 
Stenher at RR 1, Corbyville.
